6.  Mr.  John  William  Tully,  South  Fort  George, 
B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election 
of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of 
the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote 
and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of 
the  said  meeting,  post  at  the  nearest  post-office  and 
at  two  other  conspicuous  places  within  the  area 
hereinbefore  described  notices  signed  by  him  giving 
the  date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meet¬ 
ing.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  said  meeting,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
clause  5  he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether 
or  not  any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified 
to  do  so.

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1957,  the  candidates  elected  for  whom  the  second 
and  third  greatest  numbers  of  votes  are  cast  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1956,  and  the  candidates  elected  for  whom  the 
fourth  and  fifth  greatest  numbers  of  votes  are  cast 
shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting 
of  1955,  but  should  there  be  nominated  no  more 
than  five  candidates  for  the  office  of  Trustee,  or 
should  any  two  or  more  candidates  receive  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  then  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
have  power  to  and  shall  declare  which  of  the 
candidates  are  elected  and  which  shall  hold  office 
until  the  next,  the  second,  and  the  third  succeeding 
annual  general  meetings  respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 

Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 


ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought 
up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  in  conspicuous 
places  at  the  nearest  post-office  and  at  the  building 
where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of  any  Standing 
or  Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  re¬ 
ceived  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session, 
and  no  motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification 
of  this  Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to 
the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon 
to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion  : — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(h)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 


(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  pub¬ 
lication  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration 
or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.

If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing 
Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend 
to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of 
the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  men¬ 
tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  1034  inches  by  IV2  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Pri¬ 
vate  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Rills  to  incorporate  companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in 
Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the 
company  are  payable  at  the  same  time.

Regulations  under  the  “  Hospital 
Insurance  Act  ” 

Definitions 

1-1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires,  “Act  ”  means  the  “  Hospital  Insur¬ 
ance  Act.” 

1-2.  “Dependent”  means  a  person  who  is  proven 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  to  be: — 

(a)  The  spouse  of  the  head  of  a  family;  or 

(b)  A  person  under  21  years  of  age  in  respect 
of  whom  the  head  of  a  family  stands  in  loco 
parentis  and  who  is  mainly  supported  by  the 
head  of  a  family. 

1-3.  “  Head  of  a  family  ”  means  a  person, 
whether  married  or  not,  who  is  determined  by  the 
Commissioner  to  have  one  or  more  dependents. 

1-4.  “  Single  person  ”  means  a  person  who  is  not 
classified  as  a  dependent  or  as  the  head  of  a  family 
by  the  Commissioner  according  to  these  regulations. 
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Residents  of  the  Province 

2-1.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  a  person  liv¬ 
ing  within  the  Province  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
resident  of  the  Province  if  he  proves  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Commissioner  that: — 

(a)  He  was  living  within  the  Province  on  March 
31st,  1954,  with  the  intention  of  establishing 
his  home  therein  and  has  not  ceased  to  be 
a  resident  of  the  Province  since  that  time;  or 

( b )  He  is  living  within  the  Province  and  has 
lived  continuously  therein  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  twelve  consecutive  months;  or 

(c)  He  is  living  within  the  Province  and  is  a 
dependent  of  a  resident  of  the  Province;  or 

(d)  He  is  a  person  who  has  been  certified  by  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  Welfare  to  be  a  person 
entitled  to  health  services. 

2-2.  A  person  shall  not  be  disqualified  from 
becoming  a  resident  of  the  Province  under  Regula¬ 
tion  2-1  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  was  tempo¬ 
rarily  absent  from  the  Province  for  a  total  of  less 
than  three  months  during  any  period  of  twelve  con¬ 
secutive  months. 

2-3.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  resident 
of  the  Province  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  earns 
his  livelihood,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  the  Province 
if  the  Commissioner  determines  that  such  a  person 
resides  outside  the  Province. 

2-4.  Except  as  provided  in  Regulation  2-1  (d), 
any  period  of  time  during  which  a  person  is: — 

(a)  A  patient  or  inmate  of  an  institution  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Government  of  Canada  or  of 
the  Province;  or 

(b)  A  patient  in  a  hospital  or  private  hospital 
as  defined  under  the  “  Hospital  Act  ”;  or 

(c)  A  patient  or  inmate  of  a  nursing  home,  in¬ 
firmary,  or  similar  establishment;  or 

(d)  Detained  in  a  gaol  or  penitentiary, — 
shall  not  count  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  such 
a  person  as  a  resident  of  the  Province  under  these 
regulations. 

2-5.  A  resident  of  the  Province  who  becomes  a 
patient  or  inmate  of  an  institution  maintained  by 
the  Government  of  the  Province  or  who  is  com¬ 
mitted  to  a  gaol  or  penitentiary  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  be  a  beneficiary  during  the  time  spent  in  such  an 
institution,  gaol,  or  penitentiary. 

2-6.  Except  as  provided  herein,  a  beneficiary 
who  leaves  the  Province  shall  cease  to  be  a  resident 
of  the  Province  if  he  fails  to  return  to  the  Province 
and  resume  residence  therein  within  twelve  months 
of  the  date  of  his  departure  therefrom. 

2-7.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Regula¬ 
tion  2-6,  a  dependent  who  is  a  full-time  student  at 
a  school,  university,  or  other  educational  institution 
located  outside  the  Province  that  is  recognized  by 
the  Commissioner  shall  not  cease  to  be  a  resident 
of  the  Province. 

2- 8.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Regula¬ 
tion  2-6,  the  head  of  a  family  shall  not  cease  to  be 
a  resident  of  the  Province  by  reason  of  his  leaving 
the  Province  if  his  dependents  continue  to  live 
therein  and  if  the  Commissioner  determines  that 
such  a  person  continues  to  maintain  his  home 
within  the  Province. 

Benefits  Inside  the  Province 

3- 1.  The  general  hospital  services  to  be  provided 
to  a  qualified  person  pursuant  to  the  Act  shall  in¬ 
clude  such  of  the  following  services  as  are  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  attending  physician  and  as  are 
available  in  or  through  the  hospital  to  which  the 
person  is  admitted  as  an  in-patient: — 

(a)  Public-ward  accommodation: 

( b )  Operating-room  facilities,  including  the  use 
of  all  equipment  and  material  required  in 
the  proper  care  of  surgical  cases: 

(c)  Case-room  facilities,  including  the  use  of  all 
equipment  and  material  required  in  the 
proper  care  of  maternity  cases: 

(d)  Surgical  dressings  and  casts  as  required,  as 
well  as  other  surgical  materials  and  the  use 
of  any  equipment  which  may  be  required 
while  in  hospital: 

( e )  Anaesthetic  supplies  and  the  use  of  anaes¬ 
thesia  equipment: 
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(/)  Such  drugs,  prescriptions,  and  similar  prepa¬ 
rations  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  from  time  to  time: 

(g)  All  other  services  rendered  by  individuals 
who  receive  any  remuneration  from  the 
hospital,  provided  that  the  provision  of  such 
services  in  a  particular  hospital  is  approved 
by  the  Commissioner.  Services  which  may 
be  approved  by  the  Commissioner  for  the 
purpose  of  this  clause  may  include: — 

(i)  Radiological,  diagnostic,  and  thera¬ 
peutic  services,  including  the  services  of  a 
radiologist: 

(ii)  Clinical  laboratory  and  other  diag¬ 
nostic  procedures,  including  the  services  of 
a  pathologist: 

(iii)  The  services  of  an  anaesthetist: 

(iv)  Physiotherapy  services: 

(/i)  Care  of  the  acute  stage  of  chronic  diseases 
where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner, 
such  care  is  necessary  and  desirable.  Such 
chronic  diseases  shall  include  cardiac  dis¬ 
ease,  tuberculosis,  mental  disease,  and  acute 
anterior  poliomyelitis;  the  acute  stage  of 
venereal  disease  only  where  general  hospital 
care  is  recommended  by  the  Division  of 
Venereal  Disease  Control;  the  acute  stage 
of  drug  addiction  where  overdosage  and 
poisoning  have  to  be  given  prompt  treat¬ 
ment;  and  the  acute  stage  of  alcoholism, 
provided  in  the  case  of  acute  alcoholism 
that  hospitals  establish  under  their  own  by¬ 
laws  the  conditions  under  which  such  per¬ 
sons  may  be  admitted  to  hospital. 

Except  as  provided  in  Regulation  3-5,  no 
qualified  person  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  under 
the  Act  within  the  Province  unless  he  has  been  ad¬ 
mitted  to  a  hospital  as  an  in-patient  upon  the 
recommendation  of  a  duly  qualified  medical  prac¬ 
titioner  who  is  a  member  of  the  medical  staff  of 
the  said  hospital,  and  unless  a  case-history  and  a 
complete  diagnosis  of  his  physical  condition  are 
made  available  to  the  hospital  and  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  within  a  reasonable  time  of  his  being  ad¬ 
mitted  to  hospital.  Such  a  qualified  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  benefits  as  aforesaid  for  the  number 
of  days  thereafter  that  is  determined  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  to  be  the  period  of  time  during  which 
such  a  patient  requires  treatment  or  services  in 
respect  of  acute  illness  or  injury  or  the  acute  stage 
of  a  chronic  disease;  and  to  assist  in  determining 
the  length  of  time  during  which  a  patient  shall  be 
entitled  to  benefits  under  the  Act,  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  may  from  time  to  time  require  the  hospital 
to  secure  from  the  patient’s  attending  physician  a 
written  statement  regarding  the  patient’s  condition 
and  the  necessity  of  his  receiving  services  or  treat¬ 
ment  as  aforesaid  during  all  or  a  portion  of  his  stay 
in  hospital. 

3-3.  No  person  shall  make  a  certificate  pursuant 
to  Regulation  3-2  unless  he  is  of  the  opinion  that 
there  is  a  definite  medical  necessity  for  acute  in¬ 
patient  care  for  the  person  to  whom  the  certificate 
applies. 

3-4.  No  hospital  shall  be  required  to  admit  a 
person  as  an  in-patient  if  the  physician  or  other 
person  in  charge  of  the  hospital  is  of  the  opinion 
that  there  is  no  suitable  accommodation  available 
for  such  a  person  in  the  hospital. 

3-5.  Where  a  qualified  person  has  not  been  ad¬ 
mitted  to  hospital  as  an  in-patient  but  has  been 
rendered  emergency  services  within  twenty-four 
hours  of  being  accidentally  injured,  or  has  received 
treatment  which  has  been  designated  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  as  “  minor  surgery,”  there  shall  be  paid 
to  the  hospital  by  such  a  person  the  sum  of  $2. 
Where  the  cost  of  such  services  or  treatment  ex¬ 
ceeds  $2,  the  hospital  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Commissioner  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
him,  receive  payment  of  the  amount  in  excess 
thereof  from  the  Hospital  Insurance  Fund.  In 
respect  of  all  other  treatment  or  services  rendered 
to  a  person  who  is  not  an  in  patient,  such  a  person 
shall  pay  to  the  hospital  the  total  cost  of  providing 
the  treatment  or  services  as  determined  by  the 
hospital. 


Benefits  Outside  the  Province 

4-1.  A  beneficiary  who  receives  treatment  in  a 
hospital  outside  British  Columbia  shall  be  entitled 
to  have  payment  made  on  his  behalf  to  such  a 
hospital  pursuant  to  section  34  of  the  Act  if  he  has 
not  been  absent  from  the  Province  for  more  than 
three  months,  provided  always  that  where  such  a 
beneficiary  receives  hospital  care  or  treatment  for 
accidental  injuries  received  as  a  result  of  the  wrong¬ 
ful  act  or  omission  of  some  other  person,  the  Com¬ 
missioner  may  reduce  the  sum  to  be  paid  on  behalf 
of  the  beneficiary  as  aforesaid  by  the  amount  of 
any  settlement  or  award  received  by  the  beneficiary, 
in  respect  of  the  cost  of  such  hospital  care  or  treat¬ 
ment,  from  the  person  alleged  to  have  been  re¬ 
sponsible  for  causing  the  accidental  injuries  as 
aforesaid. 

4-2.  Any  payment  made  under  Regulation  4-1 
shall  be  at  the  rate  fixed  by  the  Commissioner  in 
relation  to  the  charge  made  by  the  hospital  for 
providing  in  a  public  ward  the  benefits  specified  in 
Regulation  3-1.  Payment  from  the  Hospital  Insur¬ 
ance  Fund  under  Regulation  4-1  shall  be  made  only 
to  hospitals  approved  by  the  Commissioner,  and 
shall  not  exceed  $3.50  per  day  for  new-born  infants 
and  $8  per  day  for  other  beneficiaries  for  the  period 
of  time  determined  by  the  Commissioner,  and  in 
any  event  for  not  more  than  thirty  days  unless 
authorized  by  the  Minister. 

4- 3.  A  person  who  establishes  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Commissioner  that  he  is  entitled  to  payment 
from  the  Hospital  Insurance  Fund  pursuant  to  sec¬ 
tion  18  (3)  (/)  of  the  Act  shall  be  reimbursed  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Regulations  4-1 
or  4-2.

5-2.  The  Commissioner  may,  at  the  end  of  any 
period,  make  such  adjustments  in  the  per  diem 
rates  paid  to  hospitals  throughout  the  period  as  he 


deems  necessary  to  properly  reimburse  the  hospi¬ 
tals  in  respect  of  the  cost  of  providing  the  general 
hospital  services  rendered  to  beneficiaries. 

Payments  to  Hospitals  under  Section  5  (4) 

6-1.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Act  or 
these  regulations,  every  beneficiary  who  receives, 
as  an  in-patient  in  a  hospital,  any  of  the  benefits 
provided  under  the  Act  shall  pay  to  the  hospital, 
or  there  shall  be  paid  on  his  behalf,  a  portion  of 
the  approved  daily  charge  which  the  hospital  is 
authorized  to  make  for  the  provision  of  treatment 
or  services. 

6-2.  The  sum  payable  by  or  on  behalf  of  a 
beneficiary  under  Regulation  6-1  shall  be  computed 
at  the  rate  of  $1  per  day  for  each  day’s  stay  in 
hospital. 

6- 3.  The  provisions  of  Regulation  6-1  shall  not 
apply  to  an  infant  born  to  a  beneficiary,  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  whom  the  hospital  is  required 
to  charge  at  the  new-born  infant  rate. 

Persons  Wholly  or  Partially  Excluded 
from  Benefits 

7- 1.  A  resident  of  the  Province  who  receives 
hospital  services  or  treatment  as  compensation 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Workmen’s  Compen¬ 
sation  Act,”  or  a  former  member  of  Her  Majesty’s 
Armed  Forces  who  receives  hospital  services  or 
treatment  for  a  disability  or  condition  arising  out 
of  his  war  service  in  respect  of  which  he  receives 
a  pension,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  beneficiary 
in  respect  of  the  illness,  injury,  disability,  or  con¬ 
dition  which  necessitated  his  receiving  such  services 
or  treatment. 

7-2.  A  resident  of  the  Province  who  is  entitled 
to  receive  hospital  services  or  treatment  from  the 
Government  of  Canada  or  any  other  government 
shall  not,  in  respect  of  any  such  services  or  treat¬ 
ment  received  by  him,  be  deemed  to  be  a  bene¬ 
ficiary. 

7-3.  A  resident  of  the  Province  who  is  entitled 
to  receive  hospital  services  or  treatment  from  any 
agency  or  person  without  his  being  required  to  pay 
any  sum  to  be  so  entitled  shall  not,  in  respect  of 
any  such  services  or  treatment  received  by  him,  be 
deemed  to  be  a  beneficiary.
